I. Remarks. 

In this application, the Examiner entered a restriction requirement and constructively 
elected claims 1-55. On July 30, 2002, Applicant filed a divisional reissue application that 
included the restricted claims, claims 56-83, only. Applicants requested that the reissue 
application for 09/768,636 be suspended until the prosecution of the divisional reissue 
application is finished.
